msnt horo continues unabated. Tho
Standard thii morning put thoir prico
ap 15 cents to $1 50. On tho oxchange
caih oil opened at $150 and sold up ta
$1 BO. May options opened at $1 50 bid
lad tho first salo was made at $1 CO. It
then broke to $15$ and rallied to $1 CO
on sales. It was thon bid up to $1 OS
without soles at 1 o'clock. Tho opontug
ule was a cash ordor for 10,000 barrets
at$l 50, and tho bext aalo was raado at
$1 Mj. Tho first sale iu May options
wis at SI GO.
This was the highest oil had been

since 1S77, when it sold as high as 3.53 k
Speculation which horetoforo has beou
confined to national transit eortiticates,
has been transferred to Mollon pipo
lino certificates and a salo of 10,000 bar¬
rels was made horo to-day.
The prico rososteadily until tho $1 SO

nark was reached, when it broko to
SI ol> and closed at that. Speculator*
unloaded a large amount of oii at $1 "y
and that ii alleged to havo caused tho
break. In four days oil has advanced
Sd per cent. Thoadvance made by the
standard was 15 cents and should a
similar advance he made to*dav oil
would be selling at twice tho average
price of last year.

Gmm.S'Ciiuki;, Col., Aptil 11.-.Tho
mail ami expre»s wagon which connocta
with tho Midland torminnl railroad at
Grassy, waa boardod to-day about two
miles from thli city by two luoti who
overpowered tho driver, Hobert Smith,
secured an express package containing§10,000 ami escaped on horioback.
Tho hoid*uo touk place nbout 0:30

o'clock on tho summit of U'ondorfoot
hill on tho highway between CripploCrook and Grassy's station on tho Mid¬
land Terminal "railroad. Tho mail and
expross wagon, drawn by horses, driven
by Mo<songor Kobort Smith, was on-
routo from Grassy to Cripplo Crook with
tho mails nud express matter received
at Grassy on tho morning train from
Denver and Colorado Spring*. Two
mon Bitting besido tho road accaatod
Smith, aakiu* for a rido. Llo drow up
his team aud ono of tho mon climbed
up to tho soat boaido him, whilo tho
other mountod tho baggage bohind. As
anon as Smith started to drive on tho
man behind struck him on tho head
several time* with a revolver. The
blow staggered but did not stun him.
Tho mau on tho Boat with him alao
drow a revolver and lovolod it at him
commanded him to got down, walk to
tho hoads of tho horsoi and hold their
bridle#. Ho complied and whilo ho was
covorod with thoir guns, tlioy ripped
open and riflod tho mail and oxpreis
pouches.
Aftor securing $10,000, which was be¬

ing shipped to tho Cripplo national
banks, and several othor valuable pack¬
ages, they unhitched tho two leading
horsos arid mounted them, and rode otT
rapidly into tho mountains. Smith,
who was weak and bleeding profusely,
drove into tho city as quickly as posit-
ble. Whon he drow up in front of tbo
Fargo express otlico ho fainted and fell
from his seat, llo ia lutlering from
three bad acalp wounds.

THE PRICE OF MEAT.
Tim Sncrutnry of Acrlouttnm IiutltutM
Ait Inquiry to Find If Tliur* li n Ciiiuliluo
of ll«cr .Mull hi Violation of l4i\v,
Washington, 1). C., April 11..Secre¬

tary of Agriculture Morton to-day be-
Kan nn inquiry Into tho recont incroaao
iu tho prico of ineati for tho purpoeo of
ascertaining if any combination in vio¬
lation of law oxista for tho purpoao of
putting up price*. Tlio eocrotary in his
lottor of instructions for tho inquiry to
Dr. Salmon, chief of tho burnru of ani¬
mal industry, instruct* him to furnish
nt his earliest couvonionco a statement
of tho number of cattlo rocoivod at tho
stock yards in Omaha, in Kansas city,
in East St. Louis and In Chicago dur¬
ing the mouthH of January, February
anil Mnrch, for tho yoars 1S'J4 and 18U3.

It in important just at this time to as*
certnln ns noarly as may be from thoao
sourccp, what falling o!T there is iu tho
cattlo supply of the United Statoa as
compurod with previous years, and if
there in a combiuatiou in violation of
law, by which a cattlo "trust" ia putting
up tho price of boof products, whilo it
ia putting down the per capita prico of
cattlo. Ho quotoa a comparison of
prices for tho guidance of tho inquirers.
Concerning tho inquiry SecretaryMorton said to a reprsseutativo of tho

Associated Press:
"Tho increase in tho orico of the cat*

tlo baa boon quite remarkablo and cor-
tain fluctuations noom unaccountable.
It would appear that tho primary caune
of tho incroaaod prico in that the supply
is decreasing while the demand ia con¬
stant or increasing. In Texas there are
not ten cattlo to-day to huudrods a short
time ugo. And tho Four Points, so-
callod.Chicago, Kansas City, St. Louis
and Omaha.whero cattlo aro slaugh¬
tered nro falling off in their supply to
tho market. Tho reduction last year
waa 142,3-17 head of cattlo as compared
with the yoar before. The Chicago pro¬
duction fell oil 209,593 head and Omaha
44,711, whilo Kansas City incroasod 4 >,«
501 and St. Louis G0,G41, making a net
reduction as stated. This redaction
naturally would brine an increase of
prico to tho consumer."

TIIK INCOM r. TAX.
Instruction* Covering I'olnta Decided by

tlieU. H. Supreme Court.
Washington, A prill I..Tho following

revised regulations covering tho points
docided by tho supremo court concern¬
ing tho incomo tax have beon sent to
collectors:

1. Intorost received from state, county
and municipal bonda, or socuritios, and
ronta from real estate, aro not taxable
as incomo, but persons or corporations
receiving said intorost or rents shail in¬
clude in their roturns as rocoipta tho
full amount thoroof rocoivod or accrued
within tho year for which return is
made, aud shall doduct tho saino as
subject to taxation.

2. Tho amounts actually paid for
tnxes, insurunco and ropairs on real oa-
tato may bo deducted from incomo, ns
heretotore providod for by tho law and
regulations.

3. All persons and corporations that
havo horotoforo rondorod incomo tax
roturns for tho year 1S9I, to a collector
or deputy collector, including tharoin
interest rocoivod from state, county, or
municipal bonds, or from ronta from
real estato, may havo tho amounts of
said intorost and rents deducted from
their incomo by duly making an alli-
davit, and delivering the same to tho
collector or doputy colloctor to whom
the original returns was rondorod.

4. Tho colloctor, upon rocoipt of tho
foregoing nllidavit, shall attach such
allidavit to tho return of tho nlliant
heretofore mado, and shall mnko tho
correction in said roturn in conformity
with tho facts stated iu said allidavit
and forward said amended roturn with
tho allidavit attached to tho commis¬
sioner of iutornal rovonuo.
Thoao instructions woro tolographed

to collectors in all parts of tho country,
and another telegram was sout by Com¬
missioner Miller directing them, if nec¬
essary for tha accommodation of persons
tiling incomo tax returns, to keep their
ollicoi open tor business from 8 iu tho
morning to 0 iu tho afternoon up to and
including the 15th instant.
Thoaupplomontnrv instructions loavo

undecided many of tho questions which
woro raiaod by tho supremo court de¬
cision exempting from taxation incomos
from land#. Consequently the col¬
lectors will bo called upon to pass judg¬
ment on many points, and these ques¬
tions doubtless will be appealed to tho
department. Aggrieved citizens may
pay tho tax under protest,ond then
bring suit to rocover the monoy.

MINISTER WILLIS' QUEER ACTION
Cannot Uo Accounted l-'or, ami tho
Hnwullnit Government C'nu Only
Awult Development*.Our Minister
I* Practically PerMouu Noii (iratn In
tho Now Itopubllo.Ho Makes Him¬
self OhiioxioiiH.Htnto Department
Hurprlaoil ul tlio New*.

San Francisco, April 11..Tho stoam-
nr Alauioda arrived to-day brin^ititc tho
following Hawaiian udvicea, dated
April -1:
Tho Urat newa brought horo of tho

Iroubloa oxisting botwoen Miniater
Thuraton and Socrotary Greiham was
rocoivod by tbo China Tuosday, two
days ago. It was a groat aurpriao in olli.
cial circles as woll as to the community.
Miiiiator Thuraton statoa that tho lirat
and only information ho had rocoivod
waa through tho proaa diapatchoa that
reachod horo on tho 2nd. Tho only
notico rocoivod by tho govornmont waa
a tolegram from Thuraton atating ho is
on hii way hotno. Minister liatch laid
to-dav:
"We have roceivedabaolutolv nothing

oflicial iu the mattor. bir woeks have
olapaod ainco tho newspapers atated
Secretary Greahatn's notico waa aorveu
ou thia government and it'ia forty-oight
houra ainco tho arrival of tbo proaa dia¬
patchoa. but Miniater Willis has irivon
no notification of any action on tho part
of tho American socrotary of state."
Tho government is quietly awaiting

developments. If Thuraton. returns
permanently to Honolulu, Miniator
liatch, of tho foreign department, will
auccood him, if Hatch will accoot tho
position. Thuraton will bo givon his
position in tho bureau.

I'reaidont Dole ia at proaent on a trip
to othor islands, having left just after
tho arrival of tho "China" dispatcher
Tho ministers of the govornmont would
avowedly like to rofuao to appoint a
successor to Thuraton. thus neceaaitating
tbo recall of Miniater Willis. He
has made himaolf obnoxious to tho re¬
public in many waya of late and woro it
not for a deairo to keep on friendly
torma with tho United States his recall
would have been demanded long ugo,
alao that conaul-general Mills' policy
aloue keep# them here.

Particulars aro con¬
tained iu tho impended extract from n
privato letter roueivod by Ur. George
Duncan, health officer of this city, from
a brother (irolossional in Yokohama
whoso position placoi liiin iu posseesiou
of all tho facta: .

"i'roui the eighth to tho tontli of this
month," Bays tbo letter, which bears
dale of .March !!0, "thoro woro sixteen
cases ol genuine cholorn with toudonths

at tho naval Htatlon of Mojl, Southorn
Japan. Tho disease ha 1 boon imported
from China. Most active ineusuros
wero enforced by tho authorities, and
tlioro have boon no cases iiinoo tha llHh.
1 think tho disease has boon utr.mpnd
out for tho present. Wo, however, look
for now ImportationB of cholera, typhus
or oven tho plague at any time, al¬
though Hpociall v striniront rogulutions
aro in force with tho hopoof controllingtho opidomic diseases likoly to bo
brought homo by returning troops' col-
licR.
"Tho Japanoao government has,within tho lint few days, rocoivod olll-

cial information of tho breaking out of
tho plague at Hong Kong, though I
suppoao with their u«ual bland policytho colonial olllcitils will conceal or lio
about its prosonco as long as posaiblo."Formal quarantine against I longKong has not yot boon declarod, though
wo aro most carofully Inspecting."

COWARDLY OFFICERS
Of tlm Chlneio Army Terrorism! by the
Approach of tho Jap*.American l,a<ll<iH
limultetl In reUln.A State of CouTualoii.
Vancouver, B. C., April 11..The fol¬

lowing mail advices have boon rocoivod
by tho steamer Etnprosn of Japan,
which arrivod at Vancouver: All is
confusion in tho city of i'okin and it
throatons to culminato in a panic.

land ot Formosa to Japan.
Third.Indemnity of 300,000,000 taels

(Chinoso coin worth $1 33).Fourth.Permanent occupation ot
Port Arthur and tho immediate con¬
tiguous territory.
Fifth.A row Japan-China treatyopening the interior of China to com¬

merce.
Tho monoy indemnity is expressed in

Chinese taels instead of Japanose yen.Tho taol is in reality a weight instead oi
a coin. It is considered silver money.Whilo tho faco valuo at $1 33 would bo
equivalent to $399,000,000 in silver, it is
said tho actual value would ho between
$210,000,000 and $220,000,000 in gold.
The fifth term, as to a new treaty, in¬

cludes various trade features, such as
freeaccosa to Chinese rivers.

London, April 12..Tho Berlin corres¬

pondent of tho Standard tolographs: 1
loam that tho government regards Ja¬
pan's demands as highly detrimental to
tho commercial interests of Europe in

Ci.vriNs'ATi, 0., April 11..Ia the bui-
incascontro of Covington, Ky., John L,
6aml ford, oaihior of tho Farmers' and
Traders' Bank, wn9 killed at 1:30 p. m.
to-day by Stato Sonator William Goobel.
Both firod at oach other oa tho crowded
otrcot. An hour lator ono of tho wealth¬
iest citizont was dead aad a loading
politician was in custody at tho utation
house, while tho streets were thronged
with excited crowds. Tho factional ag-
itatioa ovor tho bloody alTair coatinues
to run high to-night ou this sido of the
river, a9 woll as in Covington aad other
Kentucky towns.
Goobol and Sandford woro tho loaders

of two bitterly contending Doinocratic
factions. Tho foud is an old ono politi¬
cally, but it became intensoly personal
last Saturday, when tho Covington Led¬
ger published n very bitter attack on
Sandford, which the lattor attributed to
Senator Goobel. Tho hitter acknowl¬
edged its authorship. Tho friends of
both Havo been talking this week in
such a uiunnor that troublo was expect¬
ed tho first timo Goobel and Sandford
mot.
Senator Goebol and Attornov General

Hendricks woro walking up Madison
streot. As thoy approachod tho First
National Bank, Sandford, who was lean¬
ing up against tho railing approached
quickly toward Senator Gooboi and
spoko to tho lattor, at tho Bamo time
drawing his rovolvor. Souator Goobel
turned to one side just as Sandford
fircil. The bullet from Sandford's ro¬
volvor passed througli Senator Goobel'a
coat and his trousers m two places over
tho hips. Senator Goobel then drew
his rovolvor and fired, his shot taking
effect in the left of Mr. Sandford's fore¬
head. Tho first word was spokon and
the tirst shot was fired by Sandford.
There were but two shots, ono by oach

of tho assailants. Sandford's friends
dony that the latter was lying iu wait
for tho eonator. Sandford was shot
over his eye, bleoding profusely on tho
sidewalk before ho could bo carried into
tho First National Bank. Sandford's
mansion is four miles out. His son wan
tho only one of the family who roached
his father before ho died. Tho victim
novor regainod consciousness. He died
in loss than au hour.

Aftor the shooting, when ho saw
Sandford fall, Sonator Goebel returned'
to the court house, Btopping only a
moment, and then went to police head¬
quarters and gavo himself up.
"Here is tho roasoa I killed him,"

exclaimed the senator, jumping up ex¬
citedly. and turning about iio drow his
coat tail around and showed where tho
ball of Sandford's pistol had passed
through, tearing away a portion of tho
cloth. "He was lying in wait for mo.
I saw him when I reachod the ga9 office,
about twenty feet away from tho stops
of tho First National Bank. I was on

my way to the Citizens' National Bank
with my friend, General Hendrick.
Ab soon as I saw him roach for his re¬
volver I reached for mine."
Mr. Sandford was fifty-seven years

old. His grandfather was distinguished
in the state, being at ouo timo a stato
senator and a member of the constitu¬
tional convention.
Sonator Goobel is a successful business

man as well as a lawyer. Iio ia forty
years old, unmarried and a native of
Pennsylvania. Ho located in Coving¬
ton when quito young. Ho ia out to¬
night ou ball.
